Goals have been realized this year in vital records and voter registrations. 


Anyone wishing a copy of birth, marriage or death record, needs to understand 
that Vital Records in Concord has entered the records on the system down to the 
year 1989. If the occurrence took place before 1989 you still must go to the Town 
in which the occurrence took place. We can only do occurrences that are already 
in the system for any town for any occurrence. 


The Federal Laws are changing rapidly because of 9-11 and identity is the most 
important issue. You now have to show your birth certificate and proof of 
residency to obtain a New Hampshire drivers license if you are a new resident. 
Before you go to the registry you must visit your local town clerk’s office for 
Proof of Residence form. 


In order to prove your identity you must give proof with a rental agreement or a 
utility bill in your name or a letter from the owner of the property that you reside 
at. Next a form will be filled out in your office and given to you for proof of 


registry. 


We are now on line with the State of New Hampshire with the State-Wide Voter 
checklist. It is one of the ways the State is trying to stop voter fraud. If you 
register in another Town or City in New Hampshire your name will automatically 
come off of Greenville’s checklist. New registration forms will be available at the 
office and we are asking that every voter re-register so the correct information can 
be entered. This is not mandatory but would be very helpful. 


The MAAP system finally arrived in New Hampshire. Greenville as of this date 

has not returned to the online system. We expected to be online again in August 

or September, but again we are still waiting. We should be back online by March 

1, 2006, hopefully. We are anxious to better serve you once more with fewer trips 
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to Milford. The system will offer all registration needs except for boats and IRP 
registrations. 


We now mail renewal notices each month. This allows the registration to be 
mailed in with 2 checks and returned to the customer. Customers are very happy 
with mail-in registrations and we have had very good comments. As soon as we 
are settled online we will begin with E-Reg, which will allow you to register you 
renewals online. 


As always I want to thank all the citizens of Greenville for their support and 


patience.

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TEMPLE-GREENVILLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


In May of 2005, we started the first combined police department in the state of 
New Hampshire. Our overall goal is to provide both towns with better police 
services at a lower cost. In this short time, seven months, we have made 
significant progress towards this goal. The officers are on patrol for longer hours, 
seven days a week, resulting in over 150 arrests and 900 traffic stops. I have 
prosecuted approximately 20-30 cases every other week in the district court. We 
are in the superior court more frequently for felony indictments. As time goes on, 
I am hopeful that our combined court caseload will go down as we get a handle on 
things. 


The goal for 2005 is to keep on this path of making both towns an even better 
place in which to live. This part of New Hampshire is rapidly growing and so are 
the problems. Temple and Greenville are now seeing problems that are associated 
with the use of drugs, such as heroin. The majority of burglary, bad check, and 
theft cases are directly linked to drug activity in both towns. We have applied for, 
and received, state and federal grants to help with purchasing equipment and 
manning extra patrols. 


The merger has been successful in both towns. This is due to the direct support 
from you, the citizens. The joint Board of Selectmen has met every month with 
me to ensure that things are going smoothly. My thanks to them for the 
tremendous job they have done. I know that this merger has been much easier 
with the help and support of the Temple and Greenville Highway Departments, 
Fire and Ambulance Departments, and town officials. This department has some 
of the best police officers in the state. I thank them for doing this tough job so 
well. Without their knowledge, enthusiasm and dedication, both towns would not 
be as safe as they are today.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and 
frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit 
is required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all 
outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning 
of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department 
of DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe 
open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division 
of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.ndhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with 
red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service and extreme fire 
danger in the southern and central portions of the state. This period of increased 
initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in 
several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland fire was 
contained at 29 acres. Our statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited 
with keeping the fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface 
damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just 
trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent wildland fire from spreading 
to their homes. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves 
and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowners recommendations 
are available at www.firewise.org.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


Greenville Emergency Management Office has been very busy this past year. We 
have been working on the Emergency Management Booklet all year with updates 
on plans and supplies that may be needed during an emergency. 


We took delivery of a new storage trailer which is located in the back parking lot 
of the Catholic Church. Supplies which were stored in the town hall have been 
moved to this trailer. 


This year has been a record year for hurricanes and tropical depressions with a 
total of 27. This made our office open up a lot. The busiest days were April 2" 
with flooding causing us to open our office from 2 p.m. to 10 am on April 3" and 
on October 14", which was also due to a flooding situation, causing us to open 
our office at 11:30 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. During both times we monitored the dams, 
low lying areas and culverts. Due to the large amount of rain all departments in 
town were very busy. This storm not only effected Greenville, but towns 
downstream such as Wilton and Milford. Milford evacuated a mobile home park 
on Elm Street due to the water backing up against the mill here at the Greenville 
dam on Main Street. 


These storms made us look at some of the reasons why flooding has been a 
problem. We met with the NH Office of Emergency Management and Southwest 
Regional Planning Commission to address how the town can avoid or fix these 
problems. Both the Office of Emergency Management and the Southwest 
Regional Planning met with the Selectmen and advised them that there is a $7,000 
grant available to perform a study of the town to find out what areas need to be 
addressed. The total cost of this survey will be $10,000 so the town will need to 
provide $3,000 to have this project complete. From there we will apply for grants 
and state funds to have all hazards repaired. 


I would like to thank the Fire Department, Highway Department, Souhegan 
Valley Ambulance Service and most of all my staff for the great work that has 
been done to keep the town safe this past year.

The Planning Board also received two applications for Site Plan Review. Application from 
Martin Pelletier for commercial development of Lot 2-37-1 was granted conditional approval 
pending completion of required state permits. Application from Pitcherville Sand & Gravel for 
commercial development of Lots 1-50 and 1-50A on Route was granted conditional approval 
pending completion of required state permits, however, their application for a NH DES wetlands 
permit was denied and resulted in Planning Board revocation of the conditional approval and 
denial of the application. 


Under authorization previously granted at Town Meeting, the Planning Board prepared a Capital 
Improvements Plan (CIP) for the Town. The Board organized a Capital Improvements 
Committee in August to assist with the project. The Committee members were Dick Bickford 
(chair), Bob Taft, Deb Spratt, David Orgaz, and Greg Rillings. The CIP will provide a 6 year 
roadmap for capital needs and recommendations for Selectmen and Budget Committee for 
capital expenditures, and will be updated annually. 


Thanks to the dedicated work of Mike Guay, the Board completed a long overdue update to the 
Town Zoning Map. With this as a new baseline, future revisions should be much easier. 


The Board also met with numerous residents, realtors, and other individuals for informal 
discussion concerning the town’s ordinances and regulations. 
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The Board encourages the public to attend Planning Board business meetings on the second and 
fourth Thursday of each month, and working sessions on the first Thursday of each month (as 
needed). All meetings are held in the Town Hall Meeting Room on Chamberlin Street at 7:00 
p.m. The agenda is posted in the Selectman’s Office and the Post Office. Thanks to the work of 
David Dow, the Planning Board agendas and meeting minutes are also published to the public on 
the Greenville web site. 


The Board currently has vacancies for alternate positions and urges any interested citizen to 
contact the Board of Selectmen or a Planning Board member for more information.

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CHAMBERLIN FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


2005 was an exceptionally productive year for the Chamberlin Free Public 
Library and we have continued our growth pattern of the past few years. In the 
last five years, we have doubled the number of patrons served and doubled the 
number of items circulated while keeping the budget at virtually the same level as 
Fiscal Year 2001. 


In response to the needs of our patrons, we have implemented an expanded 
schedule for the library. We went from a thirty-two hour per week schedule to a 
forty-five hour per week schedule. This has allowed us to serve a grater 
percentage of the Greenville population and has allowed local students more 
timely access to materials necessary for completing their assignments. This, along 
with the Summer Reading Program and the weekly Pre-school Story/Craft Hour, 
has resulted in a significant increase in the number of young people using the 
library. In 2001, 30% of our patrons served were children and young adults. This 
year, 43% were children and young adults. 


This past year, the library served nearly 12,000 patrons — an increase of more than 
37%. We also set a record for items circulated — over 15,000. This is an increase 
of more than 27% over last year. The importance of reliable high-speed 
computers, printers and Internet access to our patrons is dramatically shown by 
the 50% increase in electronic media use in this past year. To supply patrons with 
materials which are not in our holdings, we processed 915 interlibrary loan 
requests — an increase of 16%. We have added 646 new books, audio books, 
video tapes and DVDs and have continued to develop our collection of video 
educational materials. Finally, we have welcomed nearly 100 new patrons and 
have been reacquainted with some old friends. 


In order to strengthen our technological infrastructure, we have upgraded our 
server operating system to Microsoft Server 2003. This upgrade will carry us 
through the next few years and ensure compatibility with any new hardware and 
application software. A wireless print server has been added to give patrons 
access to printers from all workstations and from their personal laptop computers. 
Additionally, our library circulation software has been continually upgraded at no 
additional cost to the library. 


This coming year, we are planning to expand our computer services by offering 
our patrons individual computer accounts with secure, private storage space in 
which they can store their documents and customize their computer desktop 
settings.

Once again, SVAS has responded to over 400 emergency calls per year to make 
our area residents receive the highest level of quality care that we are able to 
deliver. Along with responding to emergency calls, our EMT’s have provided 
many community services in 2005. We certified the Greenville lifeguards in 
CPR, taught the Boy Scouts CPR and the Girl Scouts CPR and First Aid, and 
along with the Fire Department participated in a mock car accident for Mascenic 
High School before the prom to highlight the effects of drunk driving. In 
addition, we have volunteered time and expertise at the following events: 
Memorial Day Parades, Greenville’s 3" of July celebration as well as the Bike 
Parade, The New Ipswich Children’s Fair, and the Praise Fest to name a few. We 
periodically offer CPR and First Aid courses at the SVAS building for community 
members. 


We are honored to have received the EMS Ambulance Service of the Year award 
for 2005 from Monadnock Community Hospital. 


SVAS is aware of the fiscal responsibility we have to the towns we serve. Since 
billing began in 1999, we have been able to consistently reduce the towns’ 
contribution to the Service even though our expenses have risen. Due to the 
evolution of EMS and rise in energy costs, unfortunately, our budget to the towns 
has increased this year. Even though our town portion of the budget has increased 
for the first time in many years, it is still lower than the budget we submitted to 
the towns in 2002. 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service Board of Directors would like to take 
this opportunity to give special thanks to all its members and their families and to 
all the people that assist us in providing emergency care to the community. The 
dedication of our attendants and the sacrifices of their families add much to the 
quality of lives here in New Ipswich and Greenville.

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MILFORD AREA MEDIATION PROGRAM 


The Milford Area Mediation Program closes another successful year of providing 
mediation services to Milford and thirteen surrounding towns and villages. The 
support of Hillsborough County 6% funding, local voters, program revenues and 
individual donations continue to demonstrate the wide support of the program. 


During the past year, the Program Coordinator took a leave of absence that 
eventually lead to her resignation. There was a transition period of four months 
before a new Program Coordinator was hired in November. During these four 
months, one of the mediation volunteers contracted services with the town of 
Milford to ensure continued operations of the Milford Area Mediation Program. 
The program is beginning a new stage of revitalization with community outreach 
to facilitate additional clientele. 


A new project for the program was Peer Mediation Training offered and 
completed at Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative School. This program will 
continue to be offered throughout the catchments area next year. 


With careful budget management and the additional funds, the program was able 
to honor the volunteers (both active and potential) with a tea at K.D. Crumbles in 
Milford as well as a holiday celebration. There was also funding to train 
volunteers (in conjunction with other agencies). Membership to the New 
Hampshire Mediation professional group was also funded for active volunteers. 
A concentrated, focused effort will continue to be made to recruit new volunteers 
for the program. There are five individuals who have completed the application 
process, and the goal is to begin training in early 2006. 


I look forward to the coming year. New volunteers will be trained and prepared 
to mediate. The goal will be to continue to serve more area residents through 


mediation and referrals to secondary agencies.

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WASTEWATER TREATMENT FACILITY 


Covering the year of 2005 Woodard & Curran provided complete Operations and 
Maintenance of the Wastewater Treatment Facility, two pump stations, and the collection 
system. The Treatment Facility has continued to achieve a 90+% removals for both BOD 
(biochemical oxygen demand) and TSS (total suspended solids) on the effluent discharge 
to the river.

OPERATION & MAINTENANCE 


Woodard & Curran has been proactive in equipment repairs, both routine and capital, as 
well as implementing new procedures allowing for optimized treatment process. Training 
was conducted for all department personnel including topics on facility operations, 
regulatory reporting, administrative functions and safety. The following items highlight 
the year’s activities beyond routine. 


PLANT OPERATIONS 
Established and implemented a High Flow SOP, this is being used to prevent violations 
during high flow rain events. Since the high flow SOP has been utilized we have been 


able to operate the plant with no effluent quality violations. 


Increased the size of the lime slurry tank to 200 gallons, this was done to ensure that a 
steady feed could be maintained for an increase in alkalinity. 


REPAIR & MAINTENANCE 
Performed major repairs to the step screen unit. 
Tied in 3 new alarms to the auto dialer to notify on call personnel of problems. 


>» Two were put on the sludge holding tanks to ensure that an alarm would notify 
the operators when the tanks reached a predetermined high level 


> One was put in to notify the operator when the flows reach 450,000 GPD for one 
hour. This is the trigger alarm to implement the High Flow SOP. 


>» Installed a timer on blower number three to dedicate as the primary blower during 
high flows. 


> Reset final effluent flow readings from 520,000 to 750,000 galloons, to record 
accurate daily effluent peak values. With high flows we have hit 750,000 for peak 
flows so this may need to be adjusted again up to 1,000,000 gallons. 


Collection system 
> Performed collection system smoke testing, with the assistance of Rural Water 
~ we were able to cover 23,900 linear feet. This was a total cost savings to the 


Town in excess of $11,000. 


> Flushed the complete collection system to include removing built —up grease 
and debris from 6 problem manholes in Town. 


> Removed 6- 55 gallon trash bags of grease from the holding tank at the main 


pump station. The grease build-up is now being monitored and cleaned monthly 
as needed.
